Wb iilwaya tako ploaauro iu uUuding 
to our minoii, tboir oxlonL and ricli> 
nesaj not, as may bo iinagiaod, with 
tho misorablo object of altracliiig a low 
•tray minors to our camps, but in ordor 
to keep before tho pubiio a true knowl- 
edge of our rosources. In former aru- 
oles we have bo fully covered llio suo- 
jecc, tbat to go into a rohoarsal of the 
obaraolor and breadth of surfaro un- 
explored, would bo tirctfonio from rop- 
etitioa. In the proseni inc'ianco wo 
merely desire to confirm our formo 
Btatements by tho testimony of tho 
jonrnal published on the spot— tbo Cn - 
iboo Sentinel— which so strikingly cor- 
roborates our viowa that «vo cannot do 
better than reprodaco tbo words form- 
ing part of a leader in the isauo of tho 
19ih inet: 

"Six years ago if any ono hud said 
that tboro woultl lia^u hccn a lnwii un 
William Creek in ISG'J, second only in 
importance, ivealih and population to 
Yieloria, be would have been laughed 
at. Or it any one had ventured to say 
that tbe gold deposits in Cariboo would 
continao to give empioymont to a 
thouflacd men for a lilolime, ho would 
have boon thought a dreaming enlbu- 
Biast. ThoEO who knew Cariboo in its 
earliest days, and who now soo Bar- 
kervitle, look back w ib an astoni^h- 
tnent approaching to wonder at the 
tteadinesa with wbie.h tho yield of Uu:

■ - around tho Colony to retain that wealth 
amongst us ; tho fact of its huing horo 
will bring us all the population wo re- 
quire. Oar persevering efforts to hold 
ap the Colony to tbo world in its true 
'light has produced a most boneti.'ial 
olfaot u joQ oar comrauniiy, a-id he 
would ho a bold man that would at- 
tempt to chant the melaneholy struiii.s 
B CO be heard on every side a short time 
Bia-^e. Ono thing is clear, that u largo 
number of a class little desired in the 
community have left ns, and the 
Oolony seems lightened since they took 
their departure, as it has been rising 
ever sinoo. These were the members 
of oar population that a ootemporary so 
feelingly bewailed; ail that we can say 
ia that we hope we have aeeo the last 
of them; tbe kind of population wo re^ 
quire will come to us in duo coarse. 
(iS;^; It is, perhaps, to bo regretted thai 
7^y valaable time is slipping by which 
should be turned to aocouot in ddvel- 
oping tho various advantages Wo pos- 
>f' sess; but wo must romombor that na- 
V tare is never rapid iu her transforma" 
*• tions, sho ia slow and unfailing. Let 
fi OS then imitate her. Wo h;ivo a bo;iu- 
i,;' titul and healthy cliinuie ; onrp 'pula- 
tion is fully omployed at lemuaoi-.tuvu 
i wagns, and food and cloiliin;^; of the 
l; best kind are ploiiiilul and elieaj); Ltim 
none of our Uboring classes, whoro Ira- 
gality is practised, but may lay by 
something towards a luiuro huinesleid 
; In this way wo are approachin,^ iho 
lime when wo shall, unaided by the so-, 
much talked of capital at Sau Francisco, 
(wbiob, by the way, is not so plentiful 
as it was) develop our own resources 
and become what ia our manifeai des- 
tiny, among tbo wealthiest and busie:;i 
oom muni ties on tbe Pacific. Too 
mnob weight has been attached to tbo 
creation of a town on Paget Sound, 
and the possible injury it will do to u^ 
in diverting our trade, etc. The fact ia 
that it gives as tho only little advan" 
tage we can obtain from our neighbors 
in tho increase of our trade and sbipo 
ping interests. It might suit the cou- 
vonionco of certain people amongst us 
to hurry up matters so that they realize 
a roepoclablo nam to '^o away with; 
but wo do not think tho inf rostuclour 
people lie in that direction, and we feel 
Bure that a quiet, steady progress will 
suit our lomperaniontrt tho boat, Iju-< 
sides giving us a firmor basis, so that 
in Ion years' time wo slmll havo aohio 
ved a raueh greater advance than those 
whe seem to bo so much ahead of us 
just now. Our groat deairo is to soo 
our people doing inti.lligeiitly and 
thoroughly whatever they undertake 
in relation to tbe Improvemont of the 
Oolony. That they eschew all those 
ill-advised and generally injurious oxs 
oitemeDts that have hitborto marked 
our annals; oar neighbors arc more ao- 
oastomed to them and have a better 
way ot recovering from their offuois. 
Wo are always inclined to take disap- 
pointfnontBo soriously to hoarlthat it 
leaves us prostrated for a long timo afn 
torwards. They, on tho contrary, 
jQieTer aokaowledgo defeat, and carry 



off their bad fortune with^a good grace. 
It is a great /oily .to.attenipt to ema- 
lato others in what we are riaiarally 
nn fitted ftr; our own steady' paoe is 
always tbe best, and will land aa at tbo 
goal ivith more certainty than any 

othpr. ( 

AuuexatioD. 

Wo heartily endorse the Now York 
Albion's viewH upon tho subjoot of an~ 
ncxation. Eoforriug to some letters 
which correspondonis havo written to 
it on tbe BubjaoL, pro. aud con.., it con- 
cludes with tho following sensible ad» 
vieo to tho aonoxaiionists, and equally 
aonaible roafons against their policy ; 

"Tho annexationists among British 
Americans aro so fow that, as a poliii- 
cqI party., thoy aro powerless, and our 
udvico to Ibera is, to muke tho bust of 
ilioir own country under tbe Domion- 
ion Govei nmont, by devplo[)iiig its ro- 
Houroes, and so encoui asking iho growth 
of pojiulalion by iiuraigra' ion, and 
giving up nil thoughts of anne.xalinn 
finder _ilio ojieraiion of a now roci- 
prf'city treaty '>r ovou a reciprocal 
legislation, the United States will be as 
much open to tho trade of the Domin- 
ion and vice versa, aa if the annexation 
were un uccompli.''hed fact, w hile in oer 
opinion, IJiitish Ameriea and the United 
Stiites will he all the better friends in the 
luture, for remaining at their present re 
speclful political distance. The territory 
of the latter is already vast enoogh to sai- 
i>fy tho iiiiiliition of iis eitizL-ns, and even 
t,oo vast ill the opinion of niuny of iheiii, 
.sO much so, tluit Air. Seward's terriluriid 
ncquisitions, it not absolutely liiughed ul 
..ud deprecated, have been by no means 
received with uaqaalified approval. Brit-^ 
ish America has a splendid luture before 
it under confederation, and there is no 
icason why these two great AngU-Saxon 
families sfioold not always livo in politi- 
cal harmony, besides being friendly neigh- 
bors.

This was the 
only criminal case, and the Aseizfs letminat- 
ed in a day. .

When, however, thai 
liberty degenerates into lioeusn, and the fair 
admioislr^iliun of Jaslice to u prisoner'ou 
trial for his life ia impeded Oy it, it beooniea 
the duly ot Iho Judijo oa tiio Bench tu pre- 
vent fiuoh abusa. it persisted in after proper 
warning, it will be my duly, and I shall not 
Uincb Irum il, to proiecc tha tiuht use ol the 
liberty ol the Press by ceprussing its abuse, 
and that, if oeeesaary, wilt) Ibe wbol-j power 
of the law.
